MUNICIPAL  COMPLEX  COMMITTEE 

The  Municipal  Complex  Committee  held  several 
meetings  during  the  year  when  many  proposals  of 
facilities  were  discussed. 

In  early  January  of  1981.  "the  Committee  held  a 
joint  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  when  the  Thorsen 
property  became  available.  At  that  time  it  was 
unanimously  voted  that  the  Selectmen  negotiate  with 
Mrs.  Thorsen  for  the  best  possible  price. 

On  January  21,  I98I,  the  Town  purchased  the 
property  for  $26,000.  It  was  the  belief  of  both 
the  Committee  and  the  Selectmen  that  this  would  al- 
low greater  use  of  the  Town  Hall  as  a  focal  point 
for  Town  activities.

Two  of  the  Common  Stocks  held  for  Common  Fund 
#1  were  removed  from  the  list  of  legal  investments 
by  the  State  Banking  Commission.  Therefore,  at  the 
insistance  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  after  ex- 
hausting all  appeals,  we  sold  100  shares  of  Libbey 
Owens  Ford  and  100  shares  of  Shawmut  Corp.  This 
resulted  in  a  substantial  loss  of  capital. 

Since  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Trust  Funds 
is  the  preservation  of  capital,  the  Trustees  have 
decided  to  invest  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  in  short 
term,  discounted  bonds.  The  effect  of  this  invest- 
ment will  be  to  provide  capital  gains  in  the  suc- 
ceeding years  at  the  expense  of  imcome. 

The  approximate  yield  on  investments  for  I98O 
was  8.0^,  based  on  a  Dec.  1,  1979  principal  and  ac- 
cumulated dividends  of  $60,7^0.06  and  198O  income 
of  $^,880.27.  This  does  not  include  the  Timberlane 
Regional  School  District  Capital  Reserve  Account 
which  was  closed  at  mid-year.  This  yield  of  Q.Cf/o 
compares  with  6.5%   for  1979  and  6.2%   for  I978. 

On  August  23rd,  the  Timberlane  Regional  School 
District  recalled  its  Capital  Reserve  Account  to 
pay  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  addition  to  the 
Atkinson  Academy.  The  capital  and  accumulated  di- 
vidends  in  the  account  when  closed  amounted  to 

$32,^1^.51. 

1980  was  the  first  year  since  I965  in  which  no 
new  cemetery  care  funds  were  established.

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  hire  money  for  the  use  of  the  Town  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes.

Siting  Committee  ap- 
proval required. 

ZOlffi  B:  DESCRIPTION:  Residential  zone.  Area  south  of 
Colby  Rd.  ,  west  of  lllA,  about  -^  mile.  Area  east  of  lllA 
except  for  triangle  formed  by  Long  Pond  Rd.,  &  Rock- 
rimmon  Rd.  Area  west  of  lllA  from  "Bedbug  Rd."  to  Pine 
St.;  north  of  "Bedbug  Rd."  &  west  of  lllA,  area  south  of 
Beach  Plain  Rd.  and  east  of  lllA,  l/8  mile  deep. 
RESTRICTIONS:  Minimum  lot  size,  2  acres.  Frontage  200 
feet.  Single  or  duplex  housing.  Siting  Committee  ap- 
proval required.  (Same  size  for  single  family  or  du- 
plex. ) 

ZONE  C:  DESCRIPTION:  4  acre  buffer,  2  areas  as  shown. 
South  of  "Bedbug  Rd.",  west  of  lllA,  l/8  mile  (approxi- 
mately) and  triangle  formed  by  intersection  of  Long  Pond 
Rd.  &  Rockrimmon  Rd. 

RESTRICTIONS:  4  acre  minimum  lot  size.  225  foot  front- 
age, no  more  than  ^  per  20  acres  without  green  belt  set- 
aside  of  109$.  Single  homes  only.  Siting  Committee  ap- 
proval required.  Set  back  100'  minimum  required. 
ZONE  D:  DESCRIPTION:  Mobile  homes  and  mobile  home 
parks.  No  change  from  existing  zones  as  of  this  date. 
RESTRICTIONS:   See  Zoning  Ordinances  dated  March  I98O. 
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Must  negotiate  contract  for  single  park  owner.  Future 
parks  limited  to  50  units  with  IQffo  land  set-aside  (ap- 
proximately 5  acres) . 

ZONE  E:  DESCRIPTION:  Gamps  around  Cub  Ponds  and  Long

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Sub- 
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division  Control  Regulations  as  proposed  by  the  Danville 
Planning  Board  as  follows:  Amend  Article  XIY ,  "Defini- 
tions" ,  by  deleting  Paragraph  M  and  replacing  it  as  fol- 
lows: "M .  The  Building  Officials  and  Code  Administra- 
tors International  (BOGA)  Code  in  effect  January  I98I 
and  as  amended  yearly  shall  be  the  minimum  standards  for 
all  construction  within  the  Town  of  Danville.

D.  Lot  area  and  yard  requirements  shall  be  three  (3) 
acres  for  the  initial  dwelling  with  one  (l)  addi- 
tional acre  for  every  unit  over  two  (2).  For  every 
eight  (8)  units,  an  additional  two  (2)  acres  shall 
be  set  aside  as  common  area.  The  placement  of  com- 
mon areas  shall  be  determined  by  the  Planning  Board. 
An  example  of  the  calculation  procedure  is:  five 
(5)  acres  are  required  for  four  (4)  units;  ten  (lO) 
acres  for  eight  (8)  units,  plus  two  (2)  acres  for 
common  area  equaling  twelve  (12)  acres  for  eight  (8) 
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units. 

E.  Each  unit  of  a  multiple-unit  dwelling  with  two  (2) 
or  more  "bedrooms  shall  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  Article  IV,  Section  G,  "Building  Size." 

F.  Off-street  parking  must  be  provided  for  each  indi- 
vidual unit.  Minimum  square  foot  frontage  of  paved 
area  must  be  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  square 
feet  per  unit. 

G.  The  number  of  units  per  multiple-unit  dwelling  shall 
be  limited  to  four  (^)  residential  units. 

H .  Roads  and  streets  must  conform  with  the  requirements 
of  Article  IV,  Section  B,  Paragraphs  1  and  2,  "New 
Streets"." 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Sub- 
division Control  Regulations  as  proposed  by  the  Danville 
Planning  Board  as  follows:  Adopt  a  new  Article  XVII: 
"Pools.  All  in-ground  pools  within  the  Town  of  Danville 
will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Pool  Safety  Regulations." 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Sub- 
division Gontrol  Regulations  as  proposed  by  the  Danville 
Planning  Board  as  follows:  Amend  Section  III,  Paragraph 
B,  by  deleting  the  last  sentence  and  replacing  it  with: 
"For  those  subdivisions  involving  the  construction  of 
new  streets  or  roads,  the  developer  and  the  Town  will 
solicit  bids  for  engineering  inspection  and  certifica- 
tion of  road  construction  from  at  least  three  (3)  li- 
censed professional  engineers.  The  successful  bidder 
will  be  jointly  (by  the  Town  and  developer)  selected  to 
perform  said  services.  This  selection  will  consider,  at 
least:  bidder's  past  performance,  understanding  of 
Town's  and  developer's  requirements,  and  costs.  All 
costs  for  these  services  will  be  borne  by  the  developer." 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Amendment 
to  the  existing  Danville  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Land  Sub- 
division Gontrol  Regulations  as  proposed  by  the  Danville 
Planning  Board  as  follows:  Adopt  a  new  Section  XVI,  as 
follows:  "Adopt  a  separate  ordinance,  in  accordance 
with  the  Comprehensive  Master  Plan  of  the  Town  of  Dan- 
ville, adopted  by  the  Planning  Board  in  November  I98O, 
to  protect  the  growth,  nature  and  future  of  the  Town  of 
Danville  by  controlling  the  number  of  building  permits 
issued  for  new  housing.  The  limit  of  building  permits 
for  any  given  year"  will  be  set  at  four  percent  {^%)    of 
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the  total  number  of  housing  units  within  the  Town  at 
year-end  1978.  To  insure  equitable  distribution  of 
these  permits,  applications  for  new  housing  will  be 
taken  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  thirty  (30)  flay  period 
beginning  April  1  and  ending  April  30  of  each  year. 
Only  landowners  of  land  within  Danville  may  apply,  with 
a  limit  of  no  more  than  two  (2)  applications  per  land- 
owner for  single  family  dwellings,  or  one  (l)  applica- 
tion for  a  multiple-family  dwelling  limited  to  four  (^) 
units.

If, during  the  course  of  the  year,  additional 
requests  are  received  greater  than  the  ^  limit,  they 
will  be  considered  during  the  following  April.  A  hous- 
ing unit  is  defined  as  one  (l)  single  family  house  or 
one  (1)  dwelling  unit  in  a  multiple -family  house.  This 
ordinance  does  not  apply  to  additions  and/or  modifica- 
tions to  existing  units."

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  offers 
its  services  to  the  12  axea  member  towns  to  pro- 
mote, maintain,  or  restore  health.  It  stresses 
preventative  medicine  and  attempts  to  offer  medical 
intervention  to  minimize  the  effects  of  an  illness 
or  disability.  The  adult  health  screening  and  flu 
clinics,  and  the  well  child  clinic  are  provided 
with  no  cost  to  the  patient. 

Funding  for  the  Association  is  obtained  via 
donations,  medicare,  medicaid,  patient  fees  and 
local  taxes  as  an  appropriation  based  on  popula- 
tion. 

The  association  is  managed  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors whose  members  consist  of  representatives 
from  the  twelve  participating  towns  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  for  a  three-year  term. 

Danville's  population  now  exceeds  1,200,  thus 
entitling  the  Town  to  a  second  representative.  The 
representative  is  the  liaison  of  the  Town  residents 
acting  as  a  voice  for  the  Town,  while  participating 
in  the  governing  body  of  the  organization.  The  ap- 
pointed board  member  is  obligated  to  attend  one 
meeting  per  month  and  to  select  a  standing  commit- 
tee on  which  to  serve. 

Any  Danville  resident  willing  to  serve  the 
Town  and  its  residents  on  the  Exeter  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  Board  of  Directors  may  apply  through 
the  Office  of  the  Selectmen. 

Once  again,  thank  you  to  all  those  who  helped 
organize  and  participated  in  the  I9B0  Flu  Clinic. 
The  number  immunized  was  increased  over  1979*

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our 
Business,  Good  Business.  Forest  fire  prevention 
slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey 
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Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  nation- 
al effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was 
implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  was  the  responsi- 
"bility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this 
national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established 
our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903-  Since  that 
date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest 
fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law 
enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is 
no  snow  on  the  ground  must  be  approved  in  writing 
by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled. 
All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden 
and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The 
cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the 
town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are 
forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training 
costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative 
forest  fire  program  has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of 
the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

During  I98O,  as  in  previous  yeaxs,  our  depart- 
ment has  endeavored  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  people 
in  the  "best  way  possible  with  the  finances  avail- 
able. Our  officers  have  continued  to  donate  much 
of  their  time  for  such  things  as  church  duty,  youth 
events  and  special  organization  activities. 

¥e  are  most  thankful  for  our  citizens  who  have 
been  so  helpful  and  supportive  during  the  year. 

Although  our  officers,  in  their  private  or 
business  travels,  are  about  the  town  and  alert  to 
any  suspicious  activity,  it  is  only  with  the  coop- 
eration of  our  citizens  that  we  can  be  totally  a- 
ware  of  possible  problems  and  take  action.  Our  low 
percent  of  hard  crime  here  in  Danville  can  be  cred- 
ited to  the  cooperation  of  our  citizens  with  our 
Police  Department. 

Our  officers  are  called  on  to  respond  to  many 
types  of  calls,  including  family  and  neighborhood 
disputes,  vandalism,  medical  emergencies,  traffic 
control,  motor  vehicle  violations,  etc.,  including 
lost  and  stray  animals.  We  endeavor  to  handle 
these  in  the  best  possible  manner  for  all  parties 
involved.  Many  times  a  situation  is  resolved  by 
measures  which  prevent  the  necessity  of  legal  ac- 
tion. Common  sense  is  by  far  the  most  precious 
qualification  of  a  police  officer  and  prevention  is 
by  far  the  best  answer  for  the  community.  This  has 
been  our  aim.  ¥e  are  sorry  to  see  the  possible 
loss  of  this  type  of  department  due  to  home  rule 
being  replaced  by  State  mandate. 

We  encourage  calls ,  no  matter  how  unimportant 
it  may  seem  to  the  citizen.  It  may  be  the  informa- 
tion that  prevents  a  crime  or  provides  the  missing 
link  in  an  investigation.  Questions  can  usually  be 
answered  by  the  person  answering  the  telephone  and 
if  the  information  is  not  immediately  available 
every  effort  is  made  to  obtain  it.  We  are  pleased 
to  have  been  able  to  provide  this  personal  service 
by  having  our  our  department  telephone  being  an- 
swered 2k   hours  a  day,   every  day,  by  someone  with

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Planning  is  the  important  thing  for  any  of  the 
emergencies  which  could  strike  our  Town.  During 
the  past  year,  the  Federal  Government  shifted  the 
Civil  Defense  area  under  a  new  agency  which  consol- 
idates several  previous  Federal  emergency  organiza- 
tions. This  new  agency  is  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  (FEMA) .  All  of  the  emergency 
plans  of  the  Town  are  now  being  updated  and  submit- 
ted to  this  new  agency.  Our  State  Civil  Defense 
agency  is  still  operating  as  before,  but  under 
FEMA.  This  State  agency  provides,  among  other 
things,  valuable  personal  assistance  and  training 
for  the  local  director. 

Late  this  year,  the  Directorship  of  our  local 
CD  changed  hands.  ¥e  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude 
to  Melton  Sanborn  for  the  many  dedicated  hours  of 
planning  and  the  many  trips  for  excess  property  ac- 
quisition (such  as  our  rescue  truck)  in  the  past 
years. 

In  1980  the  Danville  Civil  Defense  Depar-tment 
acquired  for  Town  use,  a  wheelchair  for  emergency 
transportation  of  sick  or  handicapped  persons  and  a 
radio  received  for  the   local  director  from  Town 
funds .

TRUSTEES  OF  CEMETERIES 

This  past  year  some  fill  was  added  to  the  Olde 
Meeting  House  Cemetery  and  a  laxge  oak  tree  was  re- 
moved from  the  Center  Cemetery. 

The  following  regulations  for  cemeteries  have 
been  established  by  the  Trustees. 

1.  All  lots  are  to  be  paid  for  at  the  time  of  pur- 
chase or  burial.  Cost  is  $25-00  per  grave  for 
residents  and  $50.  per  grave  for  non-residents. 

2.  Deeds  will  be  given  to  purchaser  by  Town  of 
Danville  within  60  days. 
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3.  A  burial  vault  is  required. 

k.  Corner  stones  must  "be  placed  flush  with  the 
ground  within  60  days  of  lot  purchase. 

5.  Headstone  to  be  installed  within  60  days  of 
burial.  Flush  headstones  will  be  required  in 
certain  lots. 

6 .  Any  work  done  at  the  cemeteries  must  be  super- 
vised or  approved  by  cemetery  personnel. 

7.  No  planting  of  trees  or  large  shrubs  is  allowed, 
nor  may  fences  be  erected. 

8.  Flower  pots  must  be  removed  by  October  1,  those 
remaining  will  be  removed. 

9.  There  will  not  be  any  winter  burials. 

10 .  Perpetual  care  may  be  arranged  with  the  Trus- 
tees of  Trust  Fiands.
